Construction  of  a  new  philosophy 
building-  with  classroom  accomodations 
for  1200  students  started  last  month. 

This  latest  Maginnis  and  Walsh  add- 
ition will  be  of  stone  with  the  collegiate 
Gothic  style  of  the  other  five  buildings  on 
the  campus. 

The  site  of  the  new  building  is  behind 
and  to  the  right  of  the  Tower  Building 
when  approaching  it  from  Commonwealth 
Avenue  (on  the  hill  going  down  to  Alumni 
Field).

Pope  Honors  Alumni  Bishops 


In  recent  months  Pope  Pius  XII  hon- 
ored two  distinguished  Alumni  by  appoint- 
ing Most  Rev.  John  J.  Wright,  '31,  Bishop 
of  the  newly  created  diocese  of  Worcester 
and  making  Most  Rev.  John  J.  McEleney, 
S.  J.,  '18,  titular  bishop  of  Zeugma  and 
vicar-apostolic  of  Jamaica,  B.  W.  I. 

In  March,  Bishop  Wright  was  instal- 
led as  Bishop  of  Worcester.  He  was  born 
in  1909  in  Dorchester.  Graduating  from 
Boston  Latin  School  in  1928  he  then  en- 
tered B.  C,  receiving  his  degree  in  1931. 
He  entered  St.  John's  Seminary  in  1931. 
One  year  later  he  went  to  the  North  Amer- 
ican College  in  Rome,  taking  courses  at 
the  Gregorian  University.  On  December 
8,  1935,  Bishop  Wright  was  ordained  in 
Rome.  In  1939  he  was  appointed  to  the 
faculty  of  St.  Johns  Seminary  to  teach 
Philosophy.  In  1943  he  became  secretary 
to  the  late  Cardinal  O'Connell.  After  the 
death  of  the  Cardinal  in  1944  he  became 
secretary  to  Archbishop  Cushing.  Bishop 
Wright  received  the  title  of  Papal  Cham- 
berlain in  1944  and  Domestic  Prelate  in 
1946.  He  was  installed  as  Auxiliary  Bis- 
hop of  Boston  in  June,  1947. 

Bishop  McEleney  was  serving  as  Pro- 
vincial  of  the  New  England   Province   of 


the  Society  of  Jesus  previous  to  his  con- 
secration as  Bishop  on  April  15  at  the 
Cathedral  in  Boston  by  Archbishop  Cush- 
ing .  He  was  born  in  1895  in  Woburn.  He 
graduated  from  Woburn  High  School,  and 
at  B.  C.  he  received  an  A.  B.,  degree  in 
1918.  The  same  year  he  entered  the 
Society  of  Jesus.  After  courses  of  study 
at  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.,  Woodstock,  Md., 
and  Weston,  and  a  teaching  assignment  in 
the  Philippines,  he  was  ordained  in  1930. 
From  1931  to  1937  Bishop  McEleney 
was  assistant  master  of  novices  at  Shadow- 
brook,  Lenox,  with  the  exception  of  one 
year  of  study  in  North  Wales.  In  1937  he 
became  Rector  of  Shadowbrook.  Then  he 
became  Rector  and  President  of  Fairfield 
University,  Fairfield,  Connecticut.  In  1944 
he  was  appointed  Provincial.

Most  Rev.  Gerald  Shaughnessy,  S.  M., 
Bishop  of  Seattle,  Washington,  died  on 
May  18  after  a  long  illness.  Bishop  Shaugh- 
nessy graduated  with  the  Class  of  1909  and 
received  an  LL.D.,  from  the  College  in 
1946.

In  the  ice  sport  the  club  won  the  Sands 
trophy,  emblematic  of  the  N.  E.  League 
championship  for  the  seventh  time  in  ten 
years,  perhaps  outgrowing  that  league  so 
that  next  season  a  new  organization  may 
be  formed,  B.  C,  B.U.,  and  Northeastern 
moving  in  with  the  Ivy  League  to  form  a 
new  combination.  Despite  the  loss  of  key 
men  from  1949  and  innumerable  injuries, 
the  club  was  selected  for  the  third  time 
in  a  row  to  compete  in  the  Nationals  at 
Colorado  Springs.  Superior  play  by  Colo- 
rado, sparked  by  two  greater  Boston  boys, 
Frasca  and  Ray,  brought  the  bunting  to 
the  host  team  for  the  first  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  competition  at  the  Broadmoor 
Ice  Palace.  B.  C.  was  completely  outplay- 
ed by  the  Westerners  in  the  first  game,  but 
injuries  alone  brought  defeat  in  the  con- 
solation battle  with  Michigan,  for  Har- 
rington was  out  of  action  all  afternoon 
while  George  Sullivan  was  rendered  hors 
de  combat  in  the  first  sixty  seconds,  leav- 
ing the  Eagles  shorthanded.  Struggling 
against  such  odds,  the  Kelleymen  made  a 
gallant  defense  of  their  title  and  went 
down  flying. 

Track  is  more  disappointing  than 
ever.  Despite  the  appearance  of  such 
stars  as  Jim  Taylor  and  Irving  Howe,  the 
team  is  not  well  balanced,  yet  on  Univer- 
sity Heights  are  several  men  who  could  do 
well  if  they  would  make  the  effort.  Few 
winners  have  been  uncovered  in  the  sev- 
eral meets  that  have  been  conducted,  and 
in  th'se  meets  Harvard,  Bowdoin,  Maine, 
Amherst  and  Holy  Cross  have  taken  the 
measure  of  the  Maroon  and  Gold.  It  is  a 
far  cry  from  the  days  of  old  when  the 
name  of  B.  C.  was  synonymous  with  track 
supremacy.  The  lack  of  success  is  in  no 
way  a  reflection  on  the  work  of  Coaches 
Ryder  and  Gilligan,  nor  on  the  policy  of 
the  Athletic  Association  itself.  It  is  not 
true  that  B.  C.  is  interested  only  in  foot- 
ball, basketball  and  hockey!  Squads  are 
as  large  as  ever,  but  the  lads  are  apathetic. 
However,  the  freshman  team  is  far  better 
balanced  than  is  the  varsity,  and  in  an- 
other year  Captain  Irving  Howe  may  lead 
a  definite  upward  trend  in  track  and  field. 

Baseball  at  present  is  at  the  lowest 
ebb  that  Boston  baseball  has  seen  since  the 
war.  Coaching  is  good,  for  Johnny  Temple 
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has  fitted  in  nicely  with  plans,  but  the 
team  is  simply  not  playing  good  base- 
ball. In  the  games  played  thus  far,  the 
club  is  batting  a  mere  208.  Those  of  us 
who  remember  other  days  shudder  when 
batters  leave  twenty  men  s:randed  on 
bases  as  they  did  one  day  recently. 

The  win  and  lose  totals  are  not  bad, 
but  the  brand  of  baseball  is.  Harvard  has 
been  defeated  twice  by  Levinson;  R.  I. 
State,  Providence,  B.  U.,  and  A.  I.  C.  have 
split  even  with  the  Eagles;  M.  I.  T.  played 
a  2  -  2  tie.  The  pitching  staff  is  good 
enough  for  the  long  24  game  schedule, 
but  the  batting  and  fielding  is  simply  not 
up  to  the  standard  set  by  Eagles  of  old. 
Greatest  loss  is  the  keystone  combination  of 
Yurevich  and  Brosnahan,  the  fastest  double 
play  combination  in  college  ball  for  the 
last  four  years,  and  although  the  new  men 
Harrington  and  Hewes  are  good  ball  play- 
ers, as  a  combination  they  lack  the  class 
of  last  year's  duo. 

Our  hopes  for  a  garrison  finish  were 
revived  in  mid-May  on  the  first  really 
warm  days,  when  an  improving  club  beat 
a  good  Colby  nine  9-2,  behind  the  hurl- 
ing of  Bill  Sholz,  and  on  the  following  day 
led  by  dependable  Ed  Walsh,  outclassed 
Providence.  At  present  writing,  Bob  Fitz- 
gerald and  Billy  Ryan  are  heavy  stickers, 
and  once  others  put  their  wood  to  the  ball, 
the  Eagles  may  yet  fly  high. 

High  point  in  the  spring  sports  pro- 
gram is  the  New  England  championship 
won  for  the  third  consecutive  time  by  Coach 
John  Kelley's  talented  golfers.  Despite 
the  loss  of  Gael  Coakley,  the  Maroon 
brought  us  honor  when  in  the  tournament 
of  39  N.  E.  colleges,  the  Eagles  not  only 
won  but  dominated  the  meeting  by  quali- 
fying three  men,  Captain  Bob  Crowley, 
Dick  Kinchla,  and  Harry  Ernst  at  the  Oak- 
ley Country  Club.  In  the  finals,  three  Kel- 
leymen battled  the  medalisj;  of  the  first 
day,  Paul  Harney  of  Holy  Cross,  the  lone 
non-B.  C.  survivor.  Kinchla,  1949  cham- 
pion, eliminated  Harney;  Crowley  set 
back  Ernst,  and  then  a  new  champion  was 
crowned  when  Crowley  won  over  Kinchla 
A  and  2.  Congratulations  to  the  1950  team 
champions  and  to  Captain  Crowley,  Kin- 
chla, and  Ernst,  and  to  the  whole  team 
that  did  so  well  at  Oakley.

THE    BUMP   ON 

BRANNIGAN'S   HEAD 

By  Myles  Connolly 

(Macmillan,  1950.  157  pp.  $2.50) 
This  is  a  pleasant  and  quietly 
humorous  yarn  about  a  choleric 
old  Tad  who  is  shocked  by  a  bump 
on  the  head  and  the  mild  taunts 
of  an  agnostic  son  to  try  the  great 
Christian  experiment  of  loving 
one's  neighbor.  His  example  in- 
spires a  local  crusade  which  is  at 
first  exploited  and  then  later  sab- 
otaged by  selfish  interests  in  the 
community,  notably  a  munitions 
manufacturer  and  a  newspaper 
publisher. 

The  book  bears  the  mark  of 
Mr.  Connolly's  experience  as  a 
maker  and  writer  of  motion  pic- 
tures. In  fact,  it  might  well  serve 
as  the  basis  of  a  movie  scenario. 
Told  largely  in  dialogue,  with 
quick-moving  action,  homespun 
humor,  a  seasoning  of  love  interest 
and  a  dash  of  hokum,  it  seems  to 
possess  all  the  requisites  for  a 
"homey"  sort  of  picture,  "unob- 
jectionable for  general  patronage," 
as  the  Legion  of  Decency  would 
say.
